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Political 
Cauldron 
Bubbling

With a welcome four-day Thanksgiving 
vacation looming for Sacramento State’s 
thousands, one might expect the political 
cauldron to be at rest. Quite the contrary 
as this week got underway—there were 
things bubbling around like the three 
witches in Macbeth never brewed up. 

There were domestic bubblings, and 
there were statewide bubblings, and they 
were all pretty much related, They ali 
coagulated around the whole question of 
academic freedom and political inter- 
vention on campus that has come into focus 
with the George Murray case at San 
Francisco State College. 

For Sacramento State’s faculty, it 
meant a campus-wide meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the little theater, called to 
“discuss the issues’’—that is, to get a 
dialogue rolling among SSC’s teachers 
on just how much incluence on campus 
belongs to the governor, the legislature, 
and the trustees, and just how much 
autonomy belongs to the faculty. 


Stirring Away 

Meanwhile, the statewide group of state 
college professors were stirring away on 
the political cauldron. Bob Schinske of 
SSC’s Biological Sciences Department, a 
chapter president of the group, sent a 
memo to all facuity here about a reso- 
lution that passed at an ACSCP meeting 
a week ago. 

The resolution, in effect, called for 
non- recognition of Chancellor Dumke as 
head of the state colleges. The group 
resolved to call upon the faculties of the 
state colleges in California’... to with- 
draw their recognition of Glenn Dumke 
as an authorized academic officer in such 
functions as academic ceremonies, curri- 
cular decisions, and academic personnel 
decisions.”’ 

But the state college professors’ group 
was addressing itself not merely to Chan- 
cellor Dumke. It was chiding Gov. Reagan, 
the trustees, and the legislature as well 
for having ‘‘repeatedly violated academic 
freedom.”’ And it was not addressing 
itself merely to the Murray case — it 
was talking, too, about’’... the censure 
of the drama department at Fullerton, 
the cancellation of the art display at 
Long Beach, the interference with the 
jurisdiction of President Summerskil! and 
President Smith, and the advocacy of the 
use of police force to maintain instruction 
at San Francisco.,..’’ 


Cannon-Fire 


But the main cannon-fire was certainly 
reserved for Dumke. They charged that 
as the Chancellor, he was not fulfilling 
his duties by representing the interests 

the colleges to the government — 
rather, that he was representing the 
interests of the government to the colieges.

The state college protessors group in 
the resolution, cailed for the statewide 
academic senate to support the ousting 
of Dumke, and to provide nominations for 
his successor, 

And so the anti-Dumke sentiment 
continued to become more and more 
formalized, For Sacramento State stu- 
dents, some enforced a ‘‘hush-day, think 
about the issues’’ setup yesterday on cam- 
pus, but there was no way of measuring

its success, Some students planned a 
coffee-discussion tonight at 7:30 p.m, in 
the college honors session to continue to 
air out the issues. 


So as Thanksgiving vacation prepared 
to relieve political hassles on campus, the 
political cauldron was ready for a four- 
day rest. Most observers believed, though, 
that it would be bubbling even louder 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas,

that Sac State gridders will face 
Grambling University of Louisiana in 
the Little Rose Bow! on December 7. 

SSC athletic director Fred Lewis 
will meet publicity and promotional 
director Dick Casten this morning at 
9:00 a.m, at Metropolitan Airport to 
escort him back to this campus for a 
more thorough discussion of Bowl 
technicalities. 








In the space of one week, Sacramento 
State’s football team has advanced from 
the role as an outside chance to gain a 
Junior Rose Bowl bid, to just about the 
only major college division team in Cali- 
fornia filling the necessary qualifications 
for playing in that contest. 

Of the five original schools competing 
for berths in the Jr. Rose Bowl, only 
SSC remains in consideration after last 
weekend’s grid activities. 


No Opponent 


The other four colleges which were 
vying for a bid to the bowl ali fell along 
the wayside, with West Texas State 
officially declining to play on the grounds 
of no suitable opponent being available. 
Reliable sources informed the State Hornet 
that the real reason for this school’s 
elimination however, was that they were 
demanding a cut of the gate receipts, 
deemed unreasonable by the Pasadena 
committee which selects the bowl 
opponents, 

The University of Pacific was downed 
by Fresno State last weekend, and cotpled 
with their earlier defeat at the hands of 
Stanford, they now own a 6-2 slate, in- 
sufficient for a Junior Rose Bow! bid. 
The other two contenders, Arizona State 
and the University of Arizona, are both 
members. of the Western Athletic Con- 
ference, a loop which stipulates that 
only the league champion may compete 
in a post-season encounter. 


Grambling? 


Because of this, the Pasadena com- 
mittee had taken tnree new colleges 
into consideration: Nevada Southern, 
Grambling University and Indiana State. 
Actually, the former has already been 
eliminated thougn, since they fell to Cal 
Lutheran last weekend, a school which 
had earlier been dumped by Cal Western, 

That development leaves rambling, 
an all-Negro university from Louisiana, 
and Indiana State (from Allentown, Penn- 
sylvania), as the last two choices.

| Minorities Must 
| Be Programmed

“The basic issue is that 
minorities are trying to get into 
the mainstream; trying to get their 
goodies out of the system, too.”’ 
So said Robert Tyler, Executive 
Director of the Human Relstions 
Committee of the city and county 
of Sacramento, speaking last Wed- 
nesday to Professor M.A, Reza’s 
Seminar on Human Relations, Mr. 
Tyler outlined the problems of dis- 
crimination in the Capitol area. 

He said some businesses are 
taking a creative outlook to solving 
employment problems but that 
there must be a total commitment 
if we are to truly erase all dis- 
crimination. 

Citing the Pacific Telephone 
Company as a prime example of 
a corporation heading in the right 
direction, Tyler explained a pro- 
gram of social responsibility 
seminars which they have initiated, 
Consisting of a one day training 
session for all supervisorial per- 
sonnel, the seminars include 
classes on Negro and Mexican- 
American history, films and 
dialogue concerning race, and 
discussions of how to work with 
minority employees. 

The telephone company also 
realized that they had been carning 
away minorities through their 
employment tests, They revised 
these tests to eliminate the 
‘cultural bias’’ which so often 
acts to the detriment ofa

Tyler cited two attitudes of 
racism which work against equality 
in employment, One is the failure 
of a personnel supervisor to 
recognize a minority employee as 
an individual, Classing ali 
minority workers as unproductive 
because of the inability of one 
often results in discrimination, 

A hostile attitude may also 
develop in the white worker who 
sees the minority member as a 
threat to his job security. Afraid 
of losing his job because his em- 
ployer is anxious to hire 
minorities, he develops a hostile 
outlook which results in tension 
for all concerned, 

Asking for an attitude of social 
responsibility on ‘‘programming 
in’’ the underpriveleged, Tyler 
said it will take all of us—both 
majorities and minorities, ed- 
ucated and uneducated alike— to 
resolve to make the system work. 

Stressing the need to seek 
proper education on the part of 
the minorities, and of under- 
standing on the part of the majority, 
Tyler said, ‘‘If democracy has 
any value at all, it is people like 
us who can make the system work 
for everyone,’’

cational radio stations to develop radio’s 
incredibly rich untapped potential as a

Given modest help, educationai radio 
in general and KERS-FM_ in particular, 
stands ready to direct and develop ex- 
panded and new forms of community 
service — helping the disadvantaged, the 
elderly, the chronically ill, the poor and 
the migrants, the retarded, the ethnic 
and racial minorities; working with the 
socially ill, juvenile delinquents, crimi- 
nals, drug addicts and alcoholics; en- 
larging instructional services for 
students, both on and off campus; 
increasing the range and extent of com- 
munications among the various pro- 
fessions and government agencies.

Taken separately, 
each one represents a sma!!— ifneglected 
and forgotten — audience. Together 
they make up the many varied publics 
who are the people, the community.

KERS-FM, 90.7, is owned and operated 
by Sacramento State College to serve 
the Sacramento community, All personne] 
heard on KERS are students at SSC, 
Some are preparing for professional 
careers in broadcasting, Others par- 
ticipate as an activity, The staff of 
70 people is the largest staffinKERS-FM’s 
history. None are paid, 


News Director Is A Womu:: 


Nancy Dierken is working in a man’s 
world and doing the job the way it should 


be done, Ask Gene Stebbins, faculty 
advisor to KERS-FM, Ask student station 
manager Dick Blamey or public relations 
director Steve Stone, or Len Shapiro, 
sportscaster. 

Miss Dierken is the KERS News Di- 
rector, the first Sacramento State College 
coed to hold this position. 

Her clear voice, wry humor and in- 
fectious laugh, backed up by good hard 
news sense and that quality loosely called 
‘‘timing’”’ are reasons why she was able 
to achieve status in the field of news 
broadcasting. On and off the campus 
this field has traditionally been domin- 
ated by men, 

The ranks of women news directors 
in radio and television is increasing but 
for the next few years opportunities for 
the ladies will continue to be slim, Op- 
portunity seldom knocks on a woman 
newscaster’s door, 

There are many opportunities for 
women in an allied position, however, 
Miss Dierken noted that more and more 
stations are hiring women for the position 
of music director. This is a real break- 
through, sure w Le fullowed UL other 
career positions. 

Miss Dierken finds noproblem working 
as the new director of the campus- 
based FM radio station. Capable and 
good-humored, she is independent enough 
to shift for herself and she can defend 
her decisions if the need arises. 

“The fact that I am a woman doing a 
job that is usually given to a manis 
no problem, The fact that Iam a woman 
doesn’t get totally overlooked, But it 
is not something that stands in my way.”’ 


On-The-Job Training 


KERS-FM’s News Director stressed 
the fact that the campus radio station 
is an excellent place to gain on-the-job 
training. Good news reporters in radio 
and television must be versatile; they 
must be able to cover a political rally 
or meeting, a fire or other disaster, or 
a human interest feature with equal ease. 

KERS-FM is a good starting point 
because the station broadcasts campus 
events, community events and also 
conducts educational programs, disc- 
jockey programs, including one with a 
girl disc-jockey —-Twila Drumm. This 
kind of job is open to coeds as well 
as to men students.

The Hornet cross country team 
failed to regain the Far Western 
Conference Championship that it 
won last year as the University of 
Nevada won the team title in the 
final meet of the season held 
Saturday in Reno. 

The Wolfpack used a home 
course advantage to place five of 
their runners among the top ten 
finishers. it was the first FWC 
championship Nevada has won. 

Nevada’s Pete Duffy became 
the 1968 individual champion as 
he broke the course record with 
a time of 23:23 to gain first place 
honors. A recently recruited 
transfer student from England, 
Duffy’s time bettered the old re- 
cord (which he set) by 44 seconds, 


Ferrero Second 


Sacramento State College’s Lee 
Ferrero took second place honors 
in a time of 23:27, also beating 
the previous mark. Ferrero and 
Duffy led the rest of the field 
for nearly the entire race with the 
Englishman winning out in a 
closing sprint. 

In the team totals, Nevada far 
out-distancea everyone with 3! 
points. In secord position was 
Chico State with 74 and UC Davis 
close behind at 75. Sacramento 
Sate gained fourth place with 109 
points § followed by Humboldt 
State, 118; Hayward State, 135; 
Sonoma State, 157; and San Fran- 
cisco State, 190. 

Besides Duffy's first place 
finich, Nevada was aided by 6th, 
7th, 8th, and 9th place finishes 
from the remainder of its top 
five men to easily give the Wolf- 
pack the team title. 

Finishing second for Coach 
Harvey Rolofi’s Hornets was Bob 
Jamieson, Jamieson’s time of 
24:52 put him in 13th position. Don 
Toms, Ron Morris, and George 
Gibbs completed SSC's top five in 
respective times of 25:35, 25:51, 
and 27:04, Drake Van Camp, 
nursing injuries suffered for more 
than a week, was the sixth Horvet 
finisher in 27:33. SSC’s final 
runner, Mark Norman, en- 
countered a severe pain in his 
side after onlv a mile of ihe race

Loach Roloff was impressed and 
pleased at Lee Ferrero’s per- 
formance in the race. ‘Lee ran 
a fantastic race,’’ said Roloff. 
“I think that if he would have 
started his kick a little earlier, he 
would have won,"’ he adde+. Hornet 
runner Ron Morris also gained 
praise from his coach as Roloff 
called him “the most improved 
runner on the squad this year.”’ 

As to the race itself, "(off 
attributed Nevada's victory to its 
fine depth of the entire Wolfpack 
team and to the squad’s familiarity 
to the course and t» the altitude. 
“The elevation at which the race 
was run was 6,000 feet,’’ Roloff 
commented. 

‘In addition to that, there isa 
3/4 mile high hill on the course 
which is set at a 30 degree angle 
to give any unaccustomed runner 
added difficulty,’’ he added. 

Roloff is unsure about thy 
Hornets chances in the 1969 seasor.. 
Only Jamieson, Toms, and Norman 
will be back next year for SSC, 
which means “oloff will be dojag 
quite a bit of recruiting in the 
meantime, Added to the coach's 
worries is the fact that Nevada's 
team, with the exception of one 
junior, is comprised of all fresh- 
men and sophomore runners— 
meaning that all will be in action 
next year. 

In summing up the season, 
Roloff was impressed with the 
marked improvement of the caliber 
of running in the FWC over the past 
year. In viewing Sacramento 
State’s performance, he said, ‘‘ It's

Last week, Mike traveled tothe 
49ers’ stomping grounds for a 
two-day workout and negotiations 
with that tearn, and he has been 
offered an invitation to return 
again in the near future. Coach 
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Clemons indicated that the 
possibility of Mike’s signing with 
San Francisco hinges on what star

to do about his career. 

The great specialist suffered 
a leg injury this season and may 
announce thai he’ll hang up his 
cleats after the 1968 year ends, 
Ray’s idea ow current 49er hos- 
pitality to Mike is ‘‘I think they're 
keeping him in reserve in case 
Davis gets hurt again.” 

We think it can be safely said 
that no matter how things work 
out for young Clemons concerning 
his pro pigskin future, he’ll have 
nothing to complain about, After 
all, trying to decide which major 
league club to play with is a 
‘‘problem” not a few aspiring 
gridders would like to have.

“Anyone who doesn’t realize 
that the generation gap has spread 
to the college campus is blind,”’ 
contends Robert Marrone, as- 
sistant professor of psychology. 

Marrone is one of a group of 
faculty, administrators and stu- 
dents who recognize that there is 
a lack of communication and 
understanding between sectors of 
the college community. But they 
don’t think the situation is hope- 
less. They have an idea for a 
program that they feel may bridge 
the gap. They call it “Campus 
Rap.”’ 

The idea is an outgrowth of the 
Campus Dialogue project which 
began last spring and continued 
this fall. The original plan created 
a week of discussion groups be- 


tween Dean’s List students and 
volunteer faculty members. During 


the week of discussion, groups of 
ten met in professors’ homes to 
discuss informally any issues they 
felt important. Campus Dialogue 
was under the sponsorship of Blue 
Key and Silver Key. 


Beginnings 


Several of the dialogue groups 
found their experiences enjovable 
and made plans to extend the 
meetings under an unstructured 
format open to everyone. 


pus Rap has now emerged as a 
week of small group discussions 
between students of all depart- 
ments and scholastic standings 
and members of the facuity. From 
December 9 to 13, participants 
will meet in a sponsor’s home 
and, in an atmosphere of com- 
plete informality, talk over every- 
thing from the quality of salad 
dressing in the cafeteria to the 
war in Vietnam.

mental! in planning the project are 
optimistic about its results. 

Bob McClintock, a student from 
the physical education department, 
thinks Campus Rap will! helporient 
more students to the campus. 

“A few clubs and fraternities 
are really the only organs of stu- 
dent interaction now. The people 
who commute can’t get together. 
This program will help give people 
more of a positive attitude toward 
the school,’’ he said. 

McClintock also sees Rap as a 
chance to break down inter- 
departmenta! barriers. 

“Engineering, recreation, math 
and science all have their own 
clubs but they don’t get to meet 
people from other areas that way. 
In this program, students and 
faculty from every department wil! 
get to meet and know each other.”’ 

Another member of the Rap 
planning crew is Marrone, a new 
addition to the psychology faculty 
this year. He hopes that by 
creating an informa! setting for 
the dialogue, it wil! help dissolve 
what he terms the ‘‘dominance 
heirarchy."’ 

“Too many students have been 
80 indoctrinated with the idea of 
professor dominance and superi- 
ority that they are afraid wo 
question the system or challenge 
a@ professor in class. Once the 
heirarchy is broken down, we can 
start solving problems."’ 


On-Off Education 


A third view of Rap was pre- 
sented by Martin Rogers, assistant 
professor of psychology and also 
new this year. 

“It will help combat the on-off 
type of education. So often stu- 
dents only click on when they come 
into class and then click off again 
when they leave,’ he said. Rogers 
further explained that the program 
might help pull every part of the 
college experience together and 
ive aunifie¢, relevant education.

Rogers expressed what he 
called selfish motives, as well. 
“It gets pretty lonely being a new 
professor in a new school. I'd 
like to get to know people and 
have them know me.” 

Hopes for Rap are high among 
those involved, but Marrone quali- 
fied his optimism with a few 
Stipulations about the methods. 

“This thing won’t go over if 
we use a high school approach. 
There is a tremendous amount of 
antagonism between faculty and 
students which can only be al- 
leviate’d in an adult atmosphere 
of comn inication. This cannot be 
an extension of the class situation. 
A strictly structured class atmos- 
phere would be a cop out.’’

At Sacramento State, such be- 
liefs soon will be challenged and 
analyzed with scientific ob- 
jectivity. ‘“‘Know Credit,”"’ SSU's 
experimental college, is initiating 
a Seminar in Pacificclogy, the 
scientific study of peace. 

The course, scheduled for Mon- 
days, Wednesda)s and Fridays 
from 12 to 1 p.m., begins today 
in BA 204. In addition, Saturday 
night forums, open to the public, 
will be presented. 

Students in this no credit class 
will “investigate at all levels, the 
causes and results of war, violence 
and aggression,”” with attempts 
to devise a social system that 
has @ ‘stable peace.”’ 

The seminar wil! include ori- 
einai research in aggressive be- 
havior, experiments with the Inter - 
Nation Simulation Game, develop- 
men of a “peace games’ tech- 
nique and the application of game 
theory to peace research.
